Not Reduce Power 


Washington, 
July 
11. — Whatever 
la the outcome of President Harding's 
movement toward limitation of arma­ 
ment, It can he Mated now that the 
United States will permit no weaken­ 
ing of her relative international po­ 
sition. 
Neither political 
nor 
naval 
considerations 
will 
be 
allowed 
to 
Jeopardise American Interests. 
Determination to 
this effect 
was 
emphasised by a high »pokesman of 
the administration in elaborating up­ 
on the official statement which an­ 
nounced the conference proposal. 
It 
la taken to mean two things: 
1. That the United States will main­ 
tain the same 
insistence 
upon 
its 
rights abroad that baa characterised 
the 
administration's 
foreign 
policy 
thus far and will not relax its hold 
on these rights In any conference on 
political or economic topics. 
2. 
That the United 8tates believes 
Its naval armament should be equal to 
that of any other country, and to at­ 
tain thla goat probably will request 
the completion of Its present naval 
construction program.
